Election/Restrictions 

Applicant's election with traverse of Group I in the reply filed on 8-23-04 is 
acknowledged. The traversal is on the ground(s) that no evidence has been provided 
which indicated the golf ball can be made by a different process. This is not found 
persuasive the final golf ball includes a core comprising dimples and a cover comprising 
dimples. Applicant claims method steps include pins for positioning the core prior to 
adding the cover material. Such a step is not necessarily needed to make the claimed 
golf ball. Compressing half shells around the core can possibly make the golf ball or 
any other various methods. 

The requirement is still deemed proper and is therefore made FINAL. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21 (2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Sullivan et al 



(6,773,364). Sullivan discloses a golf ball core comprising concave portions 
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corresponding to dimples on the cover. Note: layer 14 is considered part of the core. 
The cover has a thickness from 0.5 to 1 .27 mm (col. 1 1 ). 

Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by 
Weidenhammer (6,544,130). Weidenhammer discloses a golf ball core comprising 
dimples corresponding to dimples on the cover. The cover has a thickness from 0.025 
to 0.20 mm (col. 11).
